Dr. (lallaudel 
hoped during his lifetime lo see the 
erection of Hits building, which 
would have completed the church 

with Which his nam.' has always 
been associated. This was not pei 
milled, and il is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 

Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutl 

The new building will occupy a 
plol of ground about forty live feel 

along the street front and twenty- 
five feel in depth. It M ill be three 

stories in height, with a basement, 

and will be used lor the social, re 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 

deaf-mutes of New York.' The 

amount required for «• The Gkllau- 
dei Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 

itself, in its position and purpose, 

will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 

silent peoples. They themselves 
beattily endorse the memorial.
